New York City dailies were back 
in business today for the first time 
since Dec. 8. 
Giant high-speed presses of four 
morning papers rolled out of their 
enforced winter hibernation a few 
hours after holdout photoengrav­ 
ers wrote the finish to the 114-day 
newspaper shutdown. 
The World-Telegram & Sun, 
Journal - American, Long Island 
Star . Journal and Long Island 
Press reappeared this afternoon. 
The World-Telegram ran a story 
headlined "Jubilant City Gobbles 
Up Copies of Long-Missing Daily 
Papers" and a letter from Editor 
Richard D. Peters starting: "It’s 
wonderful to be back." The Jour- 
nal-American’s strike story head­ 
line read: "It’s Wonderful To Be 
Back After Long, Bleak Winter”. 


The 213-104 vote by photoen­ 
gravers to approve their contract 
offer turned the warm spring 
Sunday into a day of excitement. 
The costly strike that had a dozen 
false endings had finally stopped. 
"New York is alive again!" ex­ 
claimed the New York Mirror, 
first of eight closed dailies to hit 
the streets after film star Natalie 
Wood touched the "start" button 
for the presses to roll. 
“Hello There" 
The Daily News, whose circu­ 
lation of over two million a day 
leads the nation, followed with 
the headline "Well, hello there! 
We have news for you." At the 
News, the button-pushing honors 
went to the man credited with 
ending the complex dispute—May- 
or Robert F. Wagner, mediator 
in the struggle between publish­ 
ers and newspaper unions.

Budget Cut 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - House 
budget-cutters decided today that 
the Secret Service will have to 
protect the vice president at the 
originally advertised cost and the 
Customs Bureau must get along 
without pretty hostesses to soothe 
distraught travelers. 
These decisions by the House 
Appropriations Committee were 
among reductions totaling $149.8 
million 
in 
budget 
requests 
of 
the 
Treasury 
Department 
and 
Post Office Department and the 
Executive Office of the Presi­ 
dent. The House will act on the 
money bill Thursday. 
The committee approved $5,997,- 
026,000 for the three agencies in 
the year starting next July I. It 
cut $57.3 million from the Treas­ 
ury 
Department 
request, 
$91.9 
million from the Post Office De­ 
partment and $417,000 from the 
Executive Office. 
The total was about 2.5 per cent 
below the President’s request but 
ran $331 million more than was 
appropriated 
for 
the 
affected 
agencies 
for 
the 
current 
12 
months. The cut appeared to fall 
short of announced Republican 
goals to hold most spending to 
this year’s levels, but there was 
no dissenting report. 
An appropriations subcommittee 
headed by Rep. J. Vaughan Gary, 
D-Va., did not say how many of 
the 35 Secret Service agents re­ 
quested to guard Vice President 
Lyndon B. Johnson had been dis­ 
allowed. Secret Service Chief J. 
J. Rowley asked for $322,000. The 
committee said former Chief U. 
E. Baughman had estimated the 
cost at $100,000 and it was includ­ 
ing enough to allow that level of 
protection. 
The group added that if more 
agents were 
needed 
“certainly 
the Secret Service should draw 
on its entire resources in order 
to provide whatever protection is 
considered to be advisable.” 
As for the Customs Bureau in- 
terpreter-hostesses, the commit­ 
tee said it might be a good idea 
to have good-looking girls on hand 
to keep travelers’ tempers calm 
while agents riffle through their 
baggage. 
But it said that with the gov­ 
ernment operating in the red, 
even $58,500 to hire nine hostesses 
was a luxury the country could 
forego.
